John D. Dingell 
Mich.) has blasted one of the 
new rules as being “as bad as 
any regulation ever issued by 
Nazi Germany, Communist 
Russia, or any other dictator- 
ship.” 

And Leo George and E. C. 
Hallbeck, leaders of the AFL- 
CIO National Federation of 
Postal Clerks, have denounced 
another set of new rules as 
“ynion-busting on a _ grand- 
slam scale deliberately 
timed to intimidate, mislead, 
coerce, discredit and censor un- 
ion members and union activi- 
ties.” 


The regulation attacked by 
Dingell provides that employees 
“shall not actively engage in 
campaigns for or against 
changes in the postal service, 
or furnish information to be 
used in such campaigns unless 
prior approval has been ob- 
tained from higher authority.” 


Under the ruling, he charged, 
“No postal employe may, take 
any steps to discuss working 
conditions or wage rates with 
anyone else connected with em- 
ployment without prior ap- 
proval of the Department, a 
most effective gag.” 

The new rules criticized by 
George and Halibeck came in| 
a recent revision of the em- 
ployee relations section of the 
Postal Manual.
